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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Applicant's Argument 
As cited in the Final Rejection, Blackwell teaches a monitoring device connected via a 
data access arrangement. One of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention, in view of 
Blackwell, would modify the data access arrangement to a silicon data access arrangement for 
the advantages that are known. The applicant alleged that modifying from a data access 
arrangement to that of a silicon data access arrangement would've been an enormous task that 
one skilled in the art would not have been motivated to undertake. The examiner did not find this 
argument impressive since the applicant had failed to provide any evidence or reasoning to 
support this allegetion. See MPEP 2145, the arguments of counsel cannot take the place of 
evidence in the record. In re Schulze, 346 F2d 600, 602, 145 USPQ 716, 718 (CCPA 1965); In 
re Geisler, 116 F3d 1465, 43 USPQ2d 1362 (Fed. Cir. 1997) ("An assertion of what seems to 
follow from common experience is just attorney argument and not the kind of factual 
evidence that is required to rebut a prima facie case of obviousness."). See also MPEP 
716.01(c) [R-2], Objective evidence which must be factually supported by an appropriate 
affidavit or declaration to be of probative value includes evidence of inoperability of the prior 
art. 

Therefore, rejections set forth in the final rejection are maintained. Claims 10-19 were 
not previously present before the final rejection and said claims constitute new matter that 
require additional consideration.
